Here's the Mystery of Migration 


and Other Bird Lore 


"Great Wings and Small," compiled 


by Frances E. Clarke (Macmillan ?2.50) 
is the sort of book to take along on 
picnics or (o read with real pleasure 
on the front porch these summer days. 
It is a splendidly chosen collection 
of bird stories by such writers as 
Burroughs, Aldrich, Beebe, 
Muir, 


Evarts. Just a sample of the lore is 
this excerpt from Alan Devoe's chap- 
ter on "The Mystery of Migration." 


The preparations for migration be- 


gin long before the coming of the 
fall. They begin, in a real sense, with 
the molt, in latter summer when the 
care of the fledglings is over; for 
it is then that worn, frayed feathers 
are ^replaced by new ones and the 
bird's light-boned body acquires fresh 
buoyancy . . . 


There is a second preparation for 


the great autumn flight, and it con- 
sists of smaller flights in the na- 
ture trails. 


At every daybreak the great flocks 


issue forth, and all day they wheel 
and vear together through the autumn 
sky, returning at nightfall to the place 
of their communal sleep. This is the 
time when wings are trained and 
strengthened, when flight-patterns are 
established 
and co-ordinated, when 


there is perfected that mass-harmony 
of motion. 


There is a third and final preparat- 


ion. It is the same preparation which 
skunks and bears and woodchucks 
make before 'their winter sleep. It 
is the taking on of surplus nourish- 
ment, the building of a reserve of 
fat.

AMENDMENT NO. 32 


Proposed by the General Assembly 
and filed in the office of the Secretary 
of State on 9th day of March, 1939.

ATE OF THE STATE OF ARKANSAS, 
AND BY THE HOUSE OF REPRE- 
SENTATIVES OF THE STATE OF 
ARKANSAS, A MAJORITY OF ALL

THERETO 


THAT THE FOLLOWING BE AND 
THE SAME IS HEREBY PROPOSED 
AS AN AMENDMENT TO THE CON- 
STITUTION OF THE STATE OF 
ARKANSAS: 


Section 1. The personal property of 


any resident of this State who is not 
married or the head of a family, in 
specific articles to be selected by such 
resident ,not exceeding in value the 
sum of Fifty Dollars in addition to his 
or her wearing apparel, shall be 
exempt from any and all State, County, 
Municipal and every other political 
subdibision ad valorem tax; provided, 
that the owner or his agent, or in the 
event of the failure of either to do so, 
the assessing or collecting office, may 
select such property as herein provided 
to be exempt from State, County, 
Municipal and every other political 
subdivision ad valorem tax. 


Section 2. The personal property of 


any resident of this State who is 
married or the head of a family in 
specific articles to be selected by such 
resident, not exceeding in value the 
sum of One Hundred Dollars in ad- 
dition to his or her wearing apparel, 
and that of his or her family, shall be 
exempt from any and all State, Coun- 
ty, Municipal and every other political 
subdivision ad valorem tax; provided, 
that the owner or his agent, or, in the 
event of the failure of either to do so, 
the assessing or collecting officer, may 
select such property as herein pro- 
vided to be exempt from State, Coun- 
.y, Municipal and every other po- 
litical subdivision ad valorem tax. 


Section 3. The Arkansas Corpora- 


tion Commission or its successor shall 
have power and authority and it shall 
be its duty, to prescribe the manner 
of exempting said property if any 
such method be needed. 


Section 4. This amendment shall be- 


come a part of the Constitution of the 
otate of Arkansas when approved by 
a majority of the electors voting there- 
on at the next general election and 
when so declared to be adopted by the 
Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives.

Section 1. Amendment No. 29 to 


the 
Constitution of the 
State of 


Arkansas is hereby repealed. 


Section 3. Vacancies in the office 


of the United States Senator, and in 
all 
elective state, district, circuit, 


county and township offices except 
those of Lieutenant Governor, Mem- 
ber of the General Assembly 
and 


Representative in the Congress of 
Unit«d States, shall be filled by ap- 
pointment by the Governor. 


Section 3. The Governor, Lieutenant 


Governor and Acting Governor shall 
be ineligible for appointment to fill 
any vacancies occurring or any office 
or position created, and resignation 
ihall not remove such 
ineligibility. 


Husbands and wives of such officers, 
and relatives of such officers, or of 
their husbands and wives within the 
fourth degree of consanguinity or 
affinity, shall likewise be ineligible. 


Section 4. No person holding office 


contrary to this amendment shall be 
paid any compensation for his services. 
Any warrant, voucher or evidence 
of indebtedness issued in payment for 
such services shall be void. 


Section 5. The'appointee shall serve 


during the entire unexpired term in 
the office in which the vacancy oc- 
curs if such office would in regular 
course be filled at the next general 
election if no vacancy had occurred. 
If such office would not in regular 
course be filled at such next general 
election the vacancy shall be filled as 
follows: At the next general election, 
if the vacancy occurs four months or 
more prior thereto, and at the second 
general election after the vacancy 
occurs if the vacancy occurs less than 
four months before the next general 
election after it occurs. The person so 
elected shall take office on the 1st 
day of January following his election.

Denver Men Can't 
Wait for the Army 


Defense Brigade Builds 


Wooden Guns for 


Drilling

DENVER—Two 
hundred 
Deliver 


men were so anxious to obtain mll- 
Utary training that they couldn't wait 
for the regular army to provide it. 


They "conscripted" themselves into 


the 411th Infantry, bought their own 
makeshift uniforms, and carved their 
guns out of wood. 


At their head are regular army re- 


serve officers, some of them veterans 
of the first World war. 


As the word gets around, more cit- 


izens are joining up—many from the 
factories and offices, business houses, 
the professions and schools. But they 
arc not recognize dby the army and 
get no official training credit. 


Col. Philip S. Van Cise, a Denver 


attorney and an officer overseas dur- 
ing the firslVWorld war, is commander. 
He says the training school gives re- 
serve officers experience in handling 
men, aside from providing a basic mil- 
itary course for citizens interested in 
national defense. 


The 411th's officers have organized 


the citizen-soldires into a rifle com- 
pany and a heavy weapons company, 
both streamlined. 
The citizens pay 


for cotton khaki trousers, shirts and 
overseas caps. 


Some of the men drill during lunch 


hour in vacant lots near offices or 
factories. Others report two nights a 
week. Every other Sunday the en- 
tire regiment goes into the foothills for 
field exercises. 


The Sontinental Divide in the moun- 


tains west of Denver has been desig- 
nated a boundary line between two 
imaginary nations, the Reds and the 
Blues. 
Recently, without declaring 


war, the Reds started marching on 
Denver, capital of the Blues. 


The Blue army of the 411th was 


given a sector to defend in'the foot- 
hills near Morrison, 20 miles west of 
Denver. The amateur soldiers got a 
lot of sunshine, dust and military ex- 
perience as they lugged their wooden 
machine guns and mortars about the 
hills. They worried about getting am- 
munition, food and water to the crews 
manning the front line guns. 


From 16 to 59 


The military students include World 


war veterans as old as 50 and high 
school lads of 16. 


"They're getting the same kind of 


training they would be given if they, 
quit their jobs and went to camp," 
says Colonel Van Cise. 


"We've started at the bottom and 


are giving' them a systematic educa- 
tion in fundamentals of the military 
game. 
If this country ever heeds, 


them they'll be a lot better material; 
than men without training."

Psalms, with the description of the 
godly man, blessed in his ways and 
deeds, and of the ungodly man, so 
different in his chocio and in his 
end. 


Along with these are placed the 


words of Jesus from 
the Sermon 


on the Mount, in which He drew the 
same contrast, emphasized by the des- 
cription of the one man building his 
house upon the rock and the other man 
building his house upon the sands. 
j 


Here we have emphasized that con- 


trast between .appearance and reality 
which was a dominant note df the 
preceding lesson. The house built upon 
the sands, to all appearances, Is as 
fine as the house on the rock. If 
rains and the floods thnt constitute 
the real testing and that demonstrate 
he importance of fouridalons. So it Is 
in human life and conduct. There 
can be no true or great living that Is 
not strongly and firmly built. 


The obsorvnttt render of the Psalms 


may note a seeming discrepancy in the 
description 
of evil man, between 


this passage and that in Psalm 37:35, 
where the writer speaks of having seen 
the wicked "in great power, and 
spreading himself like a green bay 
tree." 


It Is the figure of the tree, planted 


l>y the rivers of water and flourish- 
Ing, that the writer here applies to 
the good man. The discrepancy, how- 
ever, is more apparent than real, for 
when the writer in the 37lh Psalm 
speaks of the wicked as spreading him 
self 
"like a green bay tree," ho 


proceeds immediately to point out that 
Ihis flourishing is in.appearance only 
—that, even though he seemed to 
nave all the appearance of prosperity 
imd the glory of the green buy tree, 
"he passed away, and lo. he was not," 
lie emphasizes in fact the snme con- 
Irnst thnt is stressed 
in this 
first 


Palm. He says, "Mark the perfect man, 
and behold the upright; for the end 
of thnt man is pence," whereas, in 
contrast, the end of the transgres- 
sors is destruction. 


These lessons have a pccullnr ap- 


propriateness at the present hour, 
when brute force and evil seem to 
be on top in the world, and men 
of pence and meekness and goodness 
seem to be marked for destruction. 
One cannot think lightly of the world 
tragedy that has taken so many in- 
nocent victims, but it is a good time 
to look deeply into the Scriptures 
and it is a good time to consider 
the lessons of history. 


Is there not some hope and optimism 


for the future in the fact 'Unit tha 
two things which hiivo moi/l persis- 
tently survived in hislorV, despite the 
repeated efforts of successive generat- 
ions to destroy them ,are the Bible 
and the Jewish ]>oople, through whom 
this great book of life and destiny 
has come to the world?
